SILVER STOCKS

This is due not only 
tu the usual arrivals of her silver from 
abrond, but also the arrivals at 
Shanghai of ailver dollars which are 
beginning to filtor through from out- 
ports.

wrote asking the views of the Gen- 
ern] Chamber of Commerce on the 
proposal that this Colony should be 
a party to the Convention and Pro- 
tocol adopted at the International 
Conference at Geneva on November 8, 
1927, dealing with the suppression of 
import and export. prohibitions and 
restrictions.

| Emergency Powers possessed by the 
| Governor-in-Council, il was not aware 
af any danger that clements in the 
evonomic life of the Culony would be 
injuriously affected as a result of ad- 
herence, 


Copy of Ue Convention and Pro- 
tovol was forwarded by the Govern- 
ment and -il is stated in the annual 
report -as Lhe “considerable — diver- 
genoes from the preliminary draft” 
were nol held 
in any way, the Chamber replied on 
August 14 indicating that it saw no 
objection to the Colony becoming a 
party to the Convention as finally 
adupled,

' In January, 192K, the Legal Sub- 
Committee of the General Chamber 
ot Conmmeree (says the annual report 
for 192%) cansidered the "Report of 
jthe Special Committee on Arbitration 
fwithin the Empire’ which had been 
forwarded by the Federation of Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the British Em- 


‘procedure in commercial arbitration 
throughout the Empire. In reply to 
a letter from the Government request- 
ing the views of the Chamber on the 
suggested rules, the Chamber wrote 
on June 11 that the rules had been 
submitted to solieitors for detasled ex- 
anination.

In the mutter 
of suggested by-laws rendering metn- 
bers af an Arbitration Committee in- 
eligible for service as arbitrators, 
where circumstances warranted, the 
Chamber commended that it appear- 
ed unnecessary in Hong Kong to de- 
bar a member of the Arbitration Sub- 
Committee from acting as an arbitra-

The new Arbitration Rules have 
been incorporated in the by-laws of 
the Chamber, printed with the 
memorandum and Articles of Associn- 
tion, and will shortly be forwarded to 
all members.

Enigmatic Figures in 
History 


(“Elizabeth and Essex,” by Lyftom 
Strachey; Chatty and Windus, 
London, 15 - net] 

There are few better teats by. 
which to judge whether a writer 
ig a mere journalistic 1{ime server 
or a great critic than the subject 
matter whoch he chouses for his 
books or easays. There are certain: 
crucial questions in science and 
philosophy, und certain enigmatical 
figures in the pages of history. It 
jg there and how the writer treats 
them which is the real test. In 
peycholuxy, how dues he face the 
problem nf the group mind? In 
acience, hus he mustered the joints 
in the  heredits prollem? In 
gocinlowy, how does he treat the 
idea of progress’? In history, what 
ja his analyis of well let us say, 
the Kasex Rebellion? 

Mr. Ljdfou Strachey has often 
interested wa and instructed us bre- 
fore in his alher books. Now by 
taking as bis aubjerl Elizabeth and 
Easex he fas faced three of the 
most enirmate figures in history — 
El zabeth, Bacon. Iasex. We may 
differ in our verdict on the result 
bat at all events it is absorbingly 
interesting: | Que can hardly Jay it 
down Vilb one livs finished it.

Mr. Strachey may not fully un- 
ravel the tangled skein, but at 
Jenst he faces the maze and gives 
vs a candid opinian of the chief 
actors, and that in a narrative of 
unbroken interest. 

This may be taken as his sum- 
ming up of the Rebellion :- - 

“In the history of Wessex, 80 
perplexed in ity iagues, 80 dexper- 
ate in its perturbations, 80 dread- 
ful in its conclusions, the spectral 
agony of an abolished world is 
discernible through the tragic 
Hneaments of 4 personal disaster.” 

The real truth seems to be that 
no matter how we view the case 
there ig no straightforward Bolus 
tion of the difficulties. We don't 
think we are doing Mr Strachey 
an injustice if we say that accord 
jng to him Essex ig an attractive 
young Lord of muny parts, with- 
out guile or dissimulation, ready 
to do everybody a wood turn, 
vivacious and courageous. These 
manly and chivalrous qualities not 
only bring him into the lime-light 
but they raise him to the forefront 
of English Generals and Adminis- 
trators. They grant him an access 
to, and familiarity with, the

Queen which no one of his years 
could have expected, and this not- 
withstanding the fact that the 
Queen seems to pave early 
realised that he had not much 
ability as a general or as an ad- 
ministrator and that he was not 4 
aafe advieer. 

The Greatest Cad im History 

The Sphinx of the period cover- 
ing the life of Essex and after- 
wards is Francis Bacon. A re- 
viewer of the present book in one 
of the English papers descrfbed 
Bacon as ‘the greatest cad in his- 
tory'; and this view or something 
very Lke it ia the impression of 
Bacon which Mr. Strachey at every 
turn seems to desire tu leave on 
the reader. 

You find Buch expressions 
as, “the cold viper gaze of Francis 
Bacon"; and again, “Bacon wished 
his patron to behave with the 
Machiavellian calculation that was 
natural tg his own mind” (Talies 
ours). We find it implied more 
than once that Bacon sowed Bus- 
peion in’ the mind of Queen 
Elizabeth and thus turned ber 
against Essex. 

Bacon As Esxex’s Adviser 

But this picture of Bacon as a 
wolf in sheep's clothing and Easex 
as oan ingenuous and ill-requited 
young peer may be overdone. In 
the early days of their friendship 
there seems to be a good deal of 
evidence that much of Essex's ad- 
vancement and influence wth the 
Queen were tue to Bacon, He 
reoms actually to have writlen a 
good many of the letters and des- 
patches for Tusscx, and but for this 
furt they would probably never 
have had the effect on Elisabeth 
whieh they had. In short, he act- 
ed ua the }terary and diplomatic 
train for Basex. He no doubt ex- 
pected in return {that Essex would 
push bis cause; and though Essex 
svuma to have tried to do so he 
was never very successful, and it 
appears as if he was only doing 
it very half-heartedly. At a Jater 
crisis Bacon gave him very good 
advice, True, Mr. Strachey thinks 
it was Machiavellian and altoge- 
ther worthless to a man of the 
character of Easex. Be this as it 
may ‘Machiavellian’ is a very 
strong adjective, and it seems to 
have been Bacon's sincere opinion 
that Essex might be able to carry 
it out, 

Kven Mr. Strachey admits (per- 
haps a little grudgingly) that at 
times Bacon did a good deal for 
his friend:— 

“He (Bacon) now composed two 
elaborate letters, in Hssex’s name, 
addressed to the Queen and im- 
ploring her forgiveness. He did 
more. He invented a letter from 
his brother Antony to Essex and 
the Earl's reply—brilliant com- 
positions, in which the style of 
each was exquisitely imitated and 
in which the Earl's devotion to his 
sovereign was beautifully display- 
ed; and then he took these works 
and showed them to the Queen. 
Incidentally, there was much in 
them to the credit of Francis 
Bacon.” 


There might be something said 
about fhe morality of all thia. But 
it can hardly be described as an 
action typical of the greatest cad 
in history!’ 


What Was Bacon Concealing? 


From the meeting of the Star 
Chamber at which the misdoings of 
Essex and his mismanagement in 
Ireland were recited Bacon stayed 
away. The Queen believed his ex- 
cuse was only subterfuge. Ayypar- 
ently both then and .ater he knew 
much more than he diaclosed. One 
naturally thinks he might have de- 
fended his friend with more zest 
and frankness: a statement from 
him might have done much to 
clear up misapprehensions. 

A curious fact in connection 
with the Rebellion is that Essex or 
his party arranged for the enact- 
ment of Richard I] on the night 
before the outbreak. Bacon ap- 
parently had a copy of this play 
in the Northumberland M.S. at bis 
house cad tore it out. Why did 
he do his? He may even have 
been responaible for the writing of 
it, though it was the first play 
which appeared under the name 
“William Shakespeare.” Could 
this have been one of the reasons 
for his curious cloak of conceal- 
ment? If he was in any sense re- 
sponsible for any of these plays he 
would have been brought into close 
touch with Southampton who was 
also charged with high treason for 
the rebellion. And if Bacon had 
any dramatic association of this 
kind it would have been hard for 
him to dissociate himself from 
more direct connection or sus- 
picion of rebellion. 


A Figure of Mystery 

On a later occasion Ben Jonson 
in writing an ode on Bacon's birth- 
day saysi~- 

igh tn a in the mids’t. 

Thou stands’t as if some mystery 

thou dids’t.”” 

This might well be written as a 
motto over the whole of Bacon's 
life, and over mo cpoch of it more 
forcibly or more truthfully than 
over the period of the Essex re- 
bellion. 

Mr. Strachey may possibly have 
failed to throw much 
ment on the rebellion or on Bacon’s 
part in the trial of his friend, But 
no solution seems pssible. In- 
deed we get up frum taix book 
feeling that the account of Essex 
given by a famous Irish Sumorist 
is probably as ue r the truth aa 
any. A part must suflice —though 
we wish we had space to quote the 
whole of it:—

A total of close to 2,500,000 
acres is indicated as the ameunt of 
free Federal Government homestead 
land taken up in Western 
Canada during 1928. The figures 
on which this estimate ia based 
show the number of new scttle-s 
taking up the Government lands as 
two and a half times as great as in 
the immediately preceding year. 

Remarkable progress {s shown in 
pushing back the agricultural 
frontiors in the Prairie Provinces 
by the official monthly record of 
homesteading compiled by the 
Dominion Landa Administration. 
These show that in the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and the portions of Britlah Colum- 
bia where the homestead lands are 
under Federal Government control, 
a total of 15,666 homesteads were 
taken up in 1928 compared with 
6.856 in 1927. The totals by pro-

Tho statistics on homosteading 
In Woatern Canada in 1928 show 
that the 16,606 entries represented 


a tota) including the families of 
settlers of 41,724 persons. A 
separate tabulation showing the 
number of Americans who took up 
homestead land curing 1928 gives 
the number of entries by persons 
coming from the United States as 
1,426 or almost 10 per cent. of the 
total. 

Employment at High Level 

As ig customary at the beginning 
of the year, employment in Canada 
on January 1, 1929, showed # pro- 
nounced seasonal curtailment 
which involved practically the same 
proportion of the aggregate Btafts 
as that indicated on January 1, 
1928, states the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, which points out, 
however, that the situation 
continues better than on the 
corresponding date in any other 
year since the record was 
instituted fn 1920. Returns 
were tabulated from 6,358 firms 
Whose payrolls declined from 
983,698 persons on December 1 to 
918,780 at the beginning of Janu- 
ary, a decrease of approximately 
66,000 persons or 6.6 per cent. Re- 
flecting this contraction, the index 
(based on the 192@ average em- 
ployment as 100) stood at 109.1 on 
January 1, 1929, us compared with 
116.7 th the preceding month, and

Immigratlun Shows Gain

Jamounting to .6,16° peraons in. Do- 


cember compared with 4,566 in 
December, 1927, the total for nine 
months of the fiscal year to De- 
cember 31 was brought up to 
144,118 compared with 128,928 for 
the same period in 1927. The in- 
crease is twelve per cent. 

Of the 144,113 immigrants who 
came to Canada in the nine montha, 
82,257 were of the farming class 
and 14,199 were female domestic 
servants. 

New Construction 

Canadians who had gone to the 
United States intending to remain 
there permanently returned to 
Canada for permanent residence 
during the period from April to 
December, inclusive, to the num- 
ber of 27,955. The number return- 
ing in December was 2,164. 

January, usually a quiet month 
for new construction, showed 
$41,962,900 worth of new contracts 
throughout Canada. This is tho 
first time such a large volume of 
work has been contracted for in 
the first month of the year. The 
total doubles that for January, 
1928, and exceeds December last by 
122 per cent. The only particular 
significance of such a large Jan- 
uary total is that It shows that con- 
atruction does not slow up during 
the wintor to the extent it did a 
fow years ago. 

The greater percentago of 
awards for January throughout 
the Dominion was for enginecring 
tonatruction. This group account- 
ed for 47.8 per cent. of all con- 
struction, the total being..$20,004,- 
000. Business buildings took care 
of 40.3 por cott.- of $16,895,000, 
while the residential total was 
$4,077,500, or 9.7 por cent, and

Closed seasons in the 
United States have circumscribed 
the operations of the hunters. At 
this time of the year hunters from 
the United States who wish to bag 
the big grizzly, the caribou, the 
moose, the elk, the mule deer and 
other big game specimens includ- 
ing the mountain lion, make their 
plans to invade British Columbia, 
aceording to Mr, E. S. Knight, of 
Ashcroft, B.C. Mr, Knight knows 
the whole hunting game in the 
Cariboo District, reached from 
Ashcroft, and hunters who go into 
this district usually come out with 
the game limit of grizzly beara, 
moose, deer and other big game 
animals, One of the largest 
grizzlies ever shot in the Cariboo 
District was one which was over 
11 feet from the tip of the nose to 
the end of the tail, The country 
fa full of big boars becouse the 
berry crop during the past yoar 
was very good.

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Uncertain Ways of Certain Departments 


N his wisdom Rudyard Kipling coined the much-quoted phrase: 
“Kor wavs that are dark and tricks that are vain.” His mind was 
ainly on Cathay when he libelled a race that has been a source 

of yrreat impetus to the trade of British hongs in the Orient. Had he 
omitted, in bis greater wisdom, that is, after mature reflection, the 
first phrase and simply coined the now trite expression, “For 
tricks that are vain” the suspicion might have arisen that he did 
not refer to any Oriental rece but to the methods and manners of 
certain Government Department officials within the mythical gates 


of Hong Kong. 

A week ayo, reference was made in this column to the blunt 
und brutal ways of certain officials in the course of their ordinary 
routine duties. They are, of course, supposed by those by whom 
they are paid their monthly salaries—the tax payers and the rate 
payers, to Wit—to know their business and, what is more, to know 
how to run thei business better than the mere outsider. In that 
es more thin u modicum of truth—so much, indeed, that there is a 
tendency in situ quarters to place all Government officials on a 
pedestal wherc(rcm, unhappily, some of them frown down on the 
common. fry apd expect obeisance morning, noon, and night. It is 
apt to come, thcrefore, as @ painful surprise when they are found so 
onswathed with, rad toc, “oto custom,” and stereotyped routine that 
they forget the ordinary decencies of civility and courtesy and for- 
geet, (uo, that they themselves are but human mortals liable to err 
and to be in mortal danger of over-balancing from their lofty pedes- 
tal, When there is grave suspicion of such an untoward occurrence 
jt ix doubtful whether they or the community are the more painfully 
surprised and grieved. 

Mention, it may be remembered, was made a week ago to the 
“trick that was vain" in notifying the holder of a permit for a pipe- 
line and intake on Crown land, in a notification dated January 4, of 
un increased fee of twelve dollars (as compared with one dollar pre- 
viously) as from January J. The same party happens to be executor 
for an estate. * In this capacity he received a bill on March 1 for $38 
in regard to “lands not leased” (to use the official expression). said 
hill being dated February 26. It is not to be expected that the 
average business man, who is generally “snowed under” with com- 
munications of une kind and another when a mail is delivered to 
him, would drop everything else and make out and post a cheque 
forthwith in payment of that precious bill. And so the matter 
was deferred. On March 10 there appeared in the “Sunday Herald” 
in this column the article to which reference has already been made. 
And, the very next day, Monday, March 11, there was delivered another 
P.W.D. official memo stating that the account for the sum of $38 


forwarded on February 25 (but not received till March 1) had not 
yet been paid, and requesting that payment be made to the Hon. 
the Colonial Treasurer without delay. Moreover, the official memo 
was addressed to the gentleman concerned in his own name and not 
as the executor of the estate involved in the transactions. 

Wrong though we may eventually prove to be, the suspicion 
is natural that last week's article has riled someone whom the cap 
has fitted and that the irritation so conceived has found vent in 
nothing more nor less than petty persecaition most unbecoming on 
the part of uny Government Department or of anyone connected 
therewith. In causing the delivery’ of blunt and brutal 
missives the authorities should remember that the Government is 
not always the creditor. Shroffs and-letters of application for pay- 
ment of accounts are not altogether unknown in Government De- 
partments. The predecessor of the present Colonial Secretary was 
once threatengd with the processes of law for non-payment of an 
account due by the Government that had been deferred for months 
and months; The mere presentation of an account, even though 
endorsed by the responsible person who authorised supply, is not 
always a guarantee of prompt payment from the coffers of the Gov- 
ernment. But with certain Departments there is no such thing as 
give and take in the ordinary amenities of official life—hence it is 
that civility, politeness, and rational treatment are thrown to the 
four winds. Hence the resort to “tricks that are vain.” And 
hence, also, our reiterated comment that the sooner the Colony has 
a Municipal Council the better will be the administration and the 
more contented will be the public, whose servants the present regime 
are. Let us save them in good time not only from “tricks that are 
vain” but also from “ways that are dark.” .

enterprise stepping in to do what 
is nowadays so obviously neces- 
sary, namely, to start a local air 
service. Aviators have assured 
us that flying in this part of the 
world can be done, practically all 
the year round, under climatic 
conditions of a much more favour- 
able character than in many other 
places. A regular service be- 
tween here and Shanghai via 
Amoy and Foochow, and likewise 
between Hong Kong, Macao and 
Canton, is long overdue, and it is 
no credit to our claim for being 
up-to-date and enterprising that 
such public services should not 
long ayo have been started. That 
they will come is inevitable; that 
they come so tardily will one day 
be regarded us by no means flat- 
tering to those who ought to 
have been more enterprising—but 
were nol. Of course, the island 
being regarded as a fortification 
and all such enterprises — still 
being looked upon as more 
or less undesirable, continues 
to be a very serious handi- 
cap. Aeroplanes hover over vari- 
ous fortifications every day in dif- 
ferent parts of the world, with no 
il-effects. It is high time that 
Hong Kong were more enter- 
prising in this matter, as air 
travel is nowadays very much of 
a reality elsewhere and certainly 
should be so here. 


Naval Limitation 


Prompt on the passing of the 
Cruiser Bill by the United States 
Congress comes unofficial but 
authoritative notice of a new Bri- 


tish initiative for naval limita- 
tion, Sir Esme Howard, the Bri- 
tish Ambassador, made the open- 
ing suggestion unofficially, but 
such a move, though it could be 
made as a “feeler” without com- 
mitting his Government, would 
scarcely have been made without 
his Government's permission. It 
would not be too late for the 
American to call a halt as Con- 
gress is voting the £60,000,000 re- 
quired in instalments and not 
for the construction of the new 
fleet at once, but that point will 
not be raised by the British. 
American opinion is possibly right 
in relating the suggestion to the 
approach of the general elections 
\ Great Britain. This, neverthe- 
less, does not mean that the Gov- 
ernment is insincere. That a Con- 
servative Goyernment should re- 
a]\ agreement with 
‘idtyas a Yood election issue 
—though i ust necessarily 
make concessions to American 
views—is a guarantee to the 
United States of the strength of 
British opinion in its favour.

PANEL-PAINTING 

|By Marie Muggerldge, who has

It is easier than some women 
think to beautify their own room 
with their own handiwork. I do 
not mean putting small painted 
pictures on the walls or a fire- 
screen in the fireplace, but real 
pa‘ntings on the walls themselves. 

Do not think for one moment [ 
am suggesting you should do house 
decorators’ work of painting large 
surfaces, which, believe me, ia not 
so easy as it looks, What I am 
suggesting is that, having had your 
room painted in some soft neutral 
colour which you may fancy, you 
ean then embellish the scheme and 
get an effect which could only be 
achieved by calling in an expert 
decorator who might, or might not, 
carry out the scheme to your 
satisfaction.

Accounts 

You will observe from the Profit 
and Loss Account for the year 1928 
that the balance of Working Ac- 
count amounted {a $1,118,867.95 
against $1,102,669.43 for 1927 
an increase of $19,307.72, which J 
think under the circumstanres: may 
bo rewarded as satisfactory, mare 
particularly as during the simmer 
months business both in Hang 
Kong and Shanghai fell much be- 
low the average for that parti- 
cular time of the year, 

You will observe aleo that 
working profit for the year has 
been augmented hy the sum of 
$974,169.75 in respect of the profit 
on the sale of the old Hong Kong 
Hotel site cNorth block) and No. 
16, Des Varux-road, which pro- 
perty was disposed of to the Hong 
Kong Land Investment and Agency 
Co., Ltd. on Nov. 30, 1928, and I 
propose to make further reference 
to this subject later. 

Properties Well Maintained 

Referring tu the debit side of the 
Profit and Loss Account, you will 
noe that “Mortgage and Bank 
Interest” is considerably lower 
than last year. As my predeces- 
sor in the chair explained to you 
at the fast annual general meeting, 
during the Military occupation of 
the Peninsula Hotel interest ap- 
plying to “Construction in Pro- 
gress, etc.”” was debited to Profit 
and Loss Account, and, per contra, 
the item of “Rents” received the 
benefit of the rental revenue derived 
from the Military Authorities, 
wherens, on the termination of our 
lease with the Military Authorities 
and consequent renewal of work 
on the building the relative interest 
was again capitalized. Any ex- 
planation of the various other Items 
comprising the Profit and Loss Ac- 
count would appear to be unneces- 
sary——they ‘being, I think, self- 
cyplanatory. T would emphasise, 
however, that depreciation has 
again been provided for on a liberal 
acale, and that in addition your 
properties and equipment have beer 
well maintained oul of revonue.

The increase you will obaerve in 
the assets figures under the heading 
“Furniture and Fixtares,"  “Ma- 
chinery and Plant,” “Linon, 
Crockery, Glassware and Plated- 
ware,” are due, in the main, to the 
cquipping of the Peninsula Hotel. 

The only other item appearing to 
call for comment on the assets side 
of the balance sheet is “Motor Cars, 
Coaches and Trucks,” which item 
has increased since the 1927 period 
by slightly over two lakhs.

Re- 
warding the financial benefits to be 
derived from this Hotel, I am 
pleased to inform you that the 
measure of patronage  secorded 
thereto is very gratifying, and 
endorses the action of your Board 
in embarking upon a project which 
gives the Colony an up-to-date 
establishment capable of fulfilling 
the requirements of the most 
exacting, and of handling the heavy 
volume of transient traffic carried 
by the passenger steamers which, 
virtually, berth at its door-way. 


Automotive Transport 


T am pleased to be able to state 
that, during the year under review, 
your company was successful in 
obtaining a concession for the ex- 


tension of its motor-bus services 
through Queen’s-road from Tai 
Hang Village to Kennedy Town. 
Although this service was initiated 
in the beginning of the last quarter 
of the year under review, we were 
not in a position to run a full- 
time service until the early part 
of January of the current year. I 
am pleased, however, to be ablo 
to state that this new venture 
proved a success from it inception, 
and the measure of support accord- 
ed to it bears eloquent testimony 
to the fact that there was a crying 
need for what I may term a “de 
luxe” ‘bus service through tho 
central part of the city. 
Shareholders wilt doubtless have 
read with Interest leading articles 
and correspondence appearing in 
the local Preag during the past few 
weeks on this subject, and whilst I 
am naturally disinclined to make 
any atatement possible of con. 
troverslal interprotation, I deom it 
requisite to trace In brief the facts

In the year 1918, one of the 


‘enterprises your company had in 


hand was the construction of the 
Repulse Bay Hotel, at which time 
the motor roads of the Island were 
very limited, and in fact the “round- 
the-island” road was then still 
under construction—it not being 
possible to moter further than 
Little Hong Kong on one side of 
the Island and Shaukiwan on the 
other. The opening of this road 
to traffic synchronised with the 
opening of the Repulse Bay Hotel, 
and it ecame imperative for thia 
compat to find some 
means of transit In order to meet 
the public demand for cheap and 
expeditious transport between the 
City und the South side of the 
Island. In these circumstances, 
your Managing Director approached 
the local concerns engaged in that 
particular class of business, but 1 
regret to say he received very 
slight encouragement notwithstand- 
ing the fact that your company was 
at that time prepared to subsidise 
such companies against a loss on 
working covering a reasonable 
period —it being understood that. in 
the early stagea at least a motor 
bus service would not prove pra- 
fitatrle. Despite all efforts in this 
direction, no support waa forth- 
coming, und it therefore became 
necessary for this company to In- 
augurate ifs own motor-bus and 
motor-ar service, and six buses 
were ordered and urrived in the 
Colony on Jan, 26, 1922. 


During the Strike 


In the first instance (in February 
and March of that year) the com- 
pany ran a aervice from the Hong 
Kong Hotel to the race course and 
subsequently took up a regular 
service fo —- Repulse Bay via 
Pokfulum. Later, in) the year 
1928, your company was in touch 
with the Government with a view 
to obtaining a concession for an 
extension of their motor bus service 
from Happy Valley to Kennedy 
Town, Liltle encouragement was. 
rescived owing to the fact that the 
Government were oof the opinion 
that the time had not then arrived 
for the institution of wa service of 
this description. In 1924— 
Stubbs-road being then under con- 
struction—-your company approach- 
ed the Government with a view to 
obtaining permission to run its 
luses via this road to Repulse Bay, 
and again brought up the subject 
of the Queen’s-road route, and 
whilst the latter suggestion was not 
entertained (for the same reason 
ua previously given) nevertheless, 
in the General Strike of 1925—the 
Tramways in common with other 
services being dislocated (in fact 
there were no trams running owing 
to the Police Authorities having 
notified dhe Tramways Co. of the 
possibility of riota taking place if the 
tram service were continued)— 
this company ran.a regular service 
between Blake Pier and Happy 
Valley via Queen's-road East—thus 
giving favilities to the community 
in those particular districta. 

Government's Thanks 

Coincidentally with resumption 
af the Tramway service, a general 
dislocation of the bus service on the 
Kowloon Peninsula took place, and 
this company, in one night, 
transported the whole of its fleet of 
buses to Kowloon, and, within its 
limitations, carried on a service 
there for a period of two days— 
which service. | may incidentally 
add was Jargely instrumental in 
breaking the Kowloon bus strike. 
For these services your company 
received the thanks of the Govern- 
ment, and again the matter of a 
regular service through Qucen's- 
road was touched upon but vetoed 
by the Government for the reasons 
previously given, that is te say, 
that in the Government's considered 
opinion the time had not arrived to 
warrant a service of that descrip- 
tion. 

In 1926, your company was ap- 
proached by a large property owner 
at Pokfulum with a view to 
inaugurating a regular service to 
Felix-villas via the University, and, 
after consideration of the matter, 
such service wag inaugurated and 
in fact guaranteed against loss by 
the applicant during a period of 
three years, but I am pleased to 
state that since the inception of 
this service, the support accorded 
to it rendered unnecessary any 
recourse in this connection. 

Chinese Petitions 

In 1927, this company again 
approached the Government on the 
matter of the Queen’s-road service, 
particularly having regard to the 
fact that the company had been in 
recelpt of petitions from tho  re- 
sidential Chinese community at each 
end of this route requesting the 
company to inaugurate some auch 
service. In this instance the com- 
pany’s request was granted, and, 
as I have already mentioned, not 
only haa the service fn question 
been inaugurated, but, 1 am pleased 
to say, {t 1s working  satls- 
factorily and the support  ac- 
corded fo ft has been such 
as to make {tb necessary for 
your Bonrd in the course of the 
next (ow months to materlally in 
crease the number of vehicles on 
tho rottte,

TAIPO BUMBLES 


Finest and Fattest 
Mosquitoes 


[From our Correspondent at the 
Front ] 

The Taipo Public Health Com- 
mittee reported they had consider- 
ed resolutions of the Sheung Shui 
Town Council and Fanling Rural 
District Council relative to the 
generally unsatisfactory method of 
generating the finest and fattest 
mosquitoes in the World. They 


therefore wrote the Council on the 
other side of the Sound, urging 
them to set up a Joint Committee 
in accordance with the Chinese 
Pagsenger Act 1855. It was stated 
that the Council had concurrent 
powers with the local sanitary au- 
thorities with regard to the pre- 
vention of ditch pollution, but that 
the law was the subject of inquiry 
and was likely to be reviewed by 


Parliament in the not distant 
future., The Committee thought it 
desirable to await the outcome of 
auch review before arriving at a 
decision. The Agricultural Com. 
mittee—another Rag Time Outfit— 
which had also considered the re- 
solutions, reported they had direct- 
ed the attention of the Taipo 
Drainage and Navigation Commis- 
sioners to them, with an ex- 
pression of opinion that the ditch, 
not only in the Fanling and Sheung 
Shui areas, but elsewhere in the 
jungle, was in urgent need of works 
of maintenance and that early at- 
tention should be given to the 
practicability of the Commissioners 
pulling their thumbs out snappily.

64 Gold Nobles 

While levelling some ground near 
the entrance to Broadhurst Manor, 
Horsted Keynes, in Sussex, recently 
a labourer found 64 gold nobles in 
an earthenware jar 9 inches below 
the surface of the yround. A 
treasure-trove inquest was held by 
the Coroner for East Sussex, who 
declared the find to be treasure 
trove, The earthenware jar, made of 
clay, in which the coins were found 
was broken, but the coins were 
bright and in excellent condition. 
The nobles bear dates from the time 
of Edward III, to Henry VI. Some 
of them are rose nobles, and several 
are rare pieces. The coins are 
slightly larger than a half-crown. 
Broadhurst Manor is one of the 
most ancient. manors in Sussex, 
and is believed to have been a 
monastery or an abbey. Robert 
Leighton, Bishop to Dunblane and 
Archbishop of Glasgow, is buried in 
the churchyard of the village. 
Stories have been handed down 
from generation to generation of 
treasure being buried near the spot 
where the coins were discovered.

Sir Jan, then 
Inspector General of the Overgeas 
Forces, later went out to take chief 
command in Gallipoli. He declined 
further military employment after- 
wards, though Mr. Churchill offered 
it to him.

Before embarking on a street 
widening programme, a city should 
make certain that it has an avcur- 
ate trafic map which pictures all 
of the main thoroughfares, and the 
width and condition of their sur- 
faces.

block or two is all that prevents 
many streets from being main thor- 
oughfures. Consequently, the re- 
moval of these bottle-necks will 
often prove to be sufficiently help- 
ful so*that new avenues or widen- 
ing of old avenues may-not be need- 
ed.

Straightening Curves 

‘Both in urban and rural districts 

we find many curves at which 
drivers naturally decrease thelr 
speed. This reduction of speed na- 
turally tends to retard progressively 
the entire traffic movement. In 
many cases, It has been possible to 
straighten these curves or at least 
modify them in such a manner as 
to make ft unnecessary to reduce 
speed, dn cases where it was im- 
possible to atraighten curves, the 
street or highway has been 
“banked” fn such a manner as to 
permit the maintenance of Apecd 
without any sacrifica of aufety.

Through Traffic Routing 

This same object has been accom- 
plished at many points by establish- 
ing routes going through different 
districta of the town or city and 
adequately marked out from point 
of entrance to point of departure 
from the city limits. This has 
overcome the tendency of most 
drivers, unfamiliar with the route, 
to slay with the pack and, after 
going some distance, find the way 
to their destination. If the differ-

LIFE OF TYRES 


Effect of New 
Conditions 


A matter of paramount interest 
to the present-day motorist is the 
queation of tyre mileages. 

The purchase of covers and 
tubes is a recurring expenditure 
as in the case of gil, petrol, excise 
taxation and insurance. Is it not 
logical, therefore, that the tyre 
cost-per-mile is as important a8 
the miles-per-gallon of petro] and 
oil? 

“How many thousands from your 
tyres,” is a question asked In 
offices and golf-housea; in fact 
everywhere the motorist is found. 
The blase youth with hia super- 
tuned sports car complains that his 
tyres mileage compares very un- 
favourably with the man next 
a general utility 
car and “potters down to the 
offlce. 

Why this difference? 


Jt must be agreed that the sports ' 


car is able te maintain a higher 
average speed than the touring 
car, and naturally, it is driven to 
capacity, for the lure of rapid ac- 
coloration and “all-out” speed are 
reasons for the purchase of a 
sports car, It is estimated that 
the average speed on the open 
road is at least 10-16 miles faster 
than if was three years ago. 
There ik) omy

Another factor which influences 
tyre wear ia starting and stopping. 
With the inereased number of 
vehicles on the road, congestion is 
such in and townk — that 
stopping and startling occur more 
frequently than before. Linked 
up with this factor is the question 
at four-wheel brakes Most pre- 
sent-day cars are fitted with very 
eicient braking systems on all 
wheels Consequently the car is 
brought to rest more quickly than 
with two-wheel brakes, which tend 
to grind away the tread rubber 
murh quicker 

This is, more or jess, the broad 
outline of the effect of new condi- 
tions of use on tyre equipment. 
It must be conceded, however, that 
the present-day pneumatic — tyre 
can ive double the mileage ylelded 
by the prewar product at a very 
mach reduced cost. 

Other factors, such ag the correct 
alignrhent of wheels and correct 
inflation pressures, are all-import- 
ant points if maximum tyre ser- 
vice is to be obtained, One of 
the most promising developments 
to-day in dhe garage business is the 
opening of free service depart- 
ments to give advice and attention 
to the small matters of tyre main- 
which make all the 
difference between poor and good 
mileages

TRAFFIC EDUCATION 


Good Hint Comes From 
Java 


The Head of the Educational De- 
partment for the Dutch East Indies, 
in collaboration with the Committee 
of School masters, has worked out a 
acheme for dealing with. the educa- 
tion of school children in regard to 
traffic in the Dutch Indies. The re- 
port concludes with the following 
reso}utions: 

The ever-increasing fast traffic 
necessitates the taking of every pre- 
caution to protect the school 
children against the dangers of 
traffic. 

It will be the task of the school 
masters to impress upon their pupils 
the traffic dangers and to teach them 
traffic regulations for diminishing 
the dangers. It is also very desir- 
able that pupils should receive re- 
gular exercises regarding the ap- 
plication of the traffic regulations. 

To introduce compulsory tuition 
regarding traffic regulations into the 
preparatory schools (one-quarter or 
half an hour every fortnight).

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CURIOUS CONTRASTS 


Railways Versus Rvads 
in Dominions 


Railway constructional develop- 


ment with us has practically | 


reached the limit, and no large 
programme is likely in the future, 
though other questions now have 
Ito be faced. At the moment the 
lmost interesting of these is how 
the railways and the road trans- 
‘port companies can work out 
‘some common economic system of 
existence suited to the needs, and 
yet not wastefully indulgent to 
the fads, of the public. 

In contrast with such condi- 
tions, are those which exist in 
some of our Overseas Dominions, 
in- which perforce railways have 
jhad to be built by the Govern- 
ment, and where now the author- 
ities are being driven into provid- 
ing roads over which private 
parties carry traffic to the detri- 
ment of such systems. Several of 
these contrasts were dealt with in 
an interesting paper read by 
Brigadier-General F. D. Ham- 
mond, D.8.0., before the Institute 
of Transport in London. 

One of the curious contrasts to 
which Genera] Hammond, draws 
atention is the fact that though 
this country is the home of pri- 
‘vate enterprise in the railway 
ficld, the State systems in the 
Empire have a mileage five times 
as great as the company-owned 
railways. In a way this may be 
said to be to our 
afford another example of the 
adaptability of our race and 
methods, which has contributed 
ite our success in so many differ- 
ent parts. As already pointed 
out our conditions here are not 
paralleled elsewhere in the Em- 
pire and in many instances de- 
velopment would have been abso- 
lutely impossible unless Govern- 
ment pioneering work had been 
inaugurated. Work of this kind 
has been essential for instance in 
Africa. It has also enabled some- 
thing more than the fringe of 
Australia to be developed, 
though that country, more per- 
haps than any other, has afforded 
examples of the unwisdom _fre- 
quently accompanying State 
management, 

The most important question 
all the Empire over at. the pre- 
gent time is the proper co-ordina- 
tion of motor and rail transport. 
This problem varies with every 
case, and the solution which may 
be reached here must differ 
essentially from that demanded 
hy newer countries. In the latter, 
the railway will usually form a 
trunk line of communication and 
motor transport will extend the 
area served, from a strip of from 
10 miles fo 20 miles on either 
side, to something more like 50 
miles to 70 miles on each side. 
The problem of how to deal effec- 
tively with the areas beyond rests, 
in General Hammond's opinion, 
on, the possibility of devising 
larger working units capable of 
operating over earth roads. In 
scrutinising the possibilities of 
reducing road  costr General 
Hammond censiders che only 
means of lowering transport 
charges to lie in a greater ton- 
nage per unit. Fuel economy 
assists, but even if the most fa- 
vourable expectations were real- 
ised, they would not make possi- 
ble reductions in charges which 
would render feasisl: the exten- 
sion of services to areas beyond 
those suggested above. The 
economic limiting charge of about 
1s. per ton-mile in Africa needs 
to be reduced to something like 
6d. before motor transport can 
spread its net wider in collecting 
traffic for trunk railway, If 
such a reduction were practicable, 
General Hammond considers the 
strips saved might easily repre- 
sent total widths of 200 miles or 
so, worked by rail and large 
motor units, beyond which again 
might work smaller types of 
motor of even native transport 
In Africa, at least, most of the 
traffic is moved in the dry season, 
so that although only earth roads 
may be possible, the conditions 
are not unreasonable, but the pro- 
vision of suitable transport units 
is still lacking. In this matter, 
it is pointed out that the Ameri- 
cans, who can practise at home 
with their machines, have de- 
powerful tractors 
than we have, and General Ham- 
mond concluded his paper by ex- 
pressing the hope that we may 
not lose to them the possible 
markets for such machines with- 
in the Empire—with which we 
heartily concur.—“Engineering.”

CARS IN CANADA 


Flourishing Condition of 
Industry 


The flourishing condition of the 
aulomobile industry in Canada dur- 
ing the calendar year 1928 is re- 
flected in figures just issued by 
the Dominion Burenu of Statisties 
which show that production of 
automobiles during that period 
rearhed a new record of 242,382 
cars having a sales vatue — f.o.b. 
plant, of $152,821 8. This out- 
put was 18 per cent greater in 
number and 42 per cent. higher in 
value than in 1926, the next best 
year, when 204,727 cars valued at 
$122,629,537 were made. In 1927, 
the Bureau points out, production 
totalled 179,054 cars valued at 
$116,904,228. 

Compared with data for the 
previous year, figures for 1928 show 
that the number of cars made 
available for use in Canada was the 
highest on record, and that the num- 
ber of cars imported and the num- 
ber exported also reached new high 
levels. Imports for the year totall- 
ed 47,408 cars, an increase of 29 
per cent. over the corresponding 
figure of 36,630 cars in 1927, and 
exports numbered 79,688 cars or 
38 per cent. more than the total 
of 57,852 cars shipped in the pre- 
vious year. 

The apparent consumption of 
motor cars in Canada in 1928 was 
210,036, a figure which compares 
avith 157,832 cars in 1927 and 158,- 
677 cars for 1926. During the 
year under review one new car 
was made available for every 46 
Persons in the Dominion. Re- 
Bistration statistics, the Bureau 
points out, are not yet advisable for 
1928 but in 1927 they show that one 
car was in use for every 10 persona 
in Canada.

A CITY UNDER WATER 


’ Population Forced To Climb To 


Roofs And Tree-Tops 


Montgomery, Atabama, 
Yesterday. 
Practically the whole population 
of Elba has been forced to climb 
roofs and a number of 


tree tops. 150 are reported drown- 


ed and 360 children marooned In a 
school. 

The last news, prior to the cut- 
ting off of communications, came 
from a brave woman telephone 
operator who described the onrush 
of the floods and said that nearly 
the whole city was under water.— 
Reuter's American Service. 

{An earlier cable  satated:— 
Very serious floods are following 
the heavy rains in Alabama, 
Georgia, Nebraska, Towa and 
Illinois. Alabama has suffered the 
worst. At least five towns are in- 
dated, including Flomaton and 
Brewton, where 10,000 persons are 
reported to be in danger as they are 
without food supplies. Four thou- 
sand were cut off on the 14th inst. 
at Elba. 

At present it is impossible to 
estimate the number of dead and in- 
jured as communications have been 
cut off. Seaplanes are  drop- 
ping bread for those maroon- 
ed and in some areas na- 
tional guardsmen and constguards 
are attempting to rescue by 
means of motor-boats.]
